The next day followving,being 
the laſt of Janwarie, the young 
king advanced towards London, 
the Earle of Hartford ricling 
next before him, & Sir Azthoy 
Browne behinde. The ſame day 
he was proclaimed Krugan) his 
lodging was prepared withinthe 
Tox Cr, He there was received 
by the Cenftable and Lievete- 
| xaxt on horſe-hacke without the 

gates,and upon the bridge ne 
| = Ward-gate by all the * chick 
| Lords of his Councell. Theſeat- 
| rended him to his -chamber 
| preſence,and there ſware allegs 
' ance unto him. 

Here he remained about three 
| weekes , and inthe meane time 
; the Councell, appointed unto 
| bim by his Fathers will , day 
| ſare for ordering the affaires o 
| the kingdome. Among theſe the 
| Earle of Hartford was elected, 
| and forthwith proclaimed 
| ret the Realme,andGove 
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| nour of the Kings perſon uncill 
' he ſhould accompliſh the age 
 ofeighteene yeares. To this of | 
'fice he was deemed moſt fir, 
for thar hewas the Kings uncle 
| bythe Mothers fide, very neere | 
unto him in bloud, bur yer of no | 
capacitie to ſucceed ; by reathn |

anddutiewas lefle eafietobeo- | 
| | np $6 by Ambition. A few 
 dayes atrer, the Lord Protetitor | 
knighted the Xing within the | 
Tower , and inznediatly the | , 
Xing ſtood up under his cloath | 
of ettare, rooke the frvord from | 
the Lord Protettor, and dubbed | 
the Lord JAaior of Landes | 
knight, Herehence enſued di- 
—— on advancements in hoe | 
nour: For Sir Edward Seymer, 
Loyd Proteltor and Earle of 
Hartford, was created Dake of 
Somer ſet , The Lord William 
Parre Earle of Eſſex was pro- 
claimed Marquis of North- 
bampton;SirThom: as Seymer the | 
Kings uncle was made Lord of 
Suadley

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England, Sir. Richard Rich was | 
made Lord Rich, Sir William 
Willoughby Lord Willoughby of | 
har ant Sir Edmund Shef-, 
field , Lord Sheffield of Buater-| 
wike. And becaule high titles of 
honour were in that time of the; 
Kings minority ſparingly gran- 
red,becauſe dignity then waited 
npon deſert , hich cauſed it a» 
gainetobe waired on by reſpeR; 
every of thele retifed for o-| 
thers, that it was the pleaſure of! 
the K1NGs Father before his 
dearh , that theſe ritles ſhould 
thus bee conferred. 

During this time the body of 
King Henry was with honourable 
ſolemnirics conveyedfrom Lon 
don to Sheene , and thence to 
Windſor,and there buried with- 
in the Colledge. All his officers 
brake their =o and threw 
cheminto the grave, but at cheir 
rernrne ro the Tower,new ſaves: 
were dehvered unto them 


This ſfolemmie being finiſhed, 
the

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the King upon che nineteenth 
of Febr.

| Ning was crowned by the Arch-

The ame day a generall par- 
lon was granted toall perſons, 
it hath beene uluallat corona- 
ns. But by ſome envious Op-, 
fitions,or for tome other caules 
owne, fixe Only were Cx- 
ped : The Duke of North- 
te,Cardinall Poole, Edward 
Courtney , eldeſt fonne rothe 
rqueſſe of Exceter, Doitor 
tes, Matter Forteſcue and 
after Throgmorton. Bur the 
lived that envie,& had their: 
| pardons

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pardons afterwards in the firſt] 
yeere Ot the Raigne of Queene | 
Marie. A few dayes aftcr, the} 
Earle of Southampton Lord 
Chancellor of E noland , for be-! 
Ing Op1natIve , as 1t Was repAt- 
red, and obſtinately oppoſue to} 
the reftofthe Lords inmatrters | 
of Eouncell, was removed borh! 
from his office of being Char 
| cellor, and from his place and| 
authority in Councel], andthe 
oreat feale was delivered ro Sir 
William Pawlet Lord St. John, 
who was Lord great Maſter of 
| the Kings houſhold. But rhus 
| wonnd of diſgrace never left 
| bleeding , uncll it was ſtopped 
by the ProteQors fall. | 
It 1s certatne that from the firſt! 
entrance of this Kirg to his 
raigne, never was King, either 
more loving to others, or better 
| beloved generally of all. The one 
| whereof proceeded from the 
gnodneſlſe of his difpofition;the 
other from many graces & ver 


| ruesilluſtrious in kum:for beſic 
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bis excellent beanty and mode- 
ſtic beleeming a Prince; befides 
his fiveet humanitythe very life | 
of mortall condition ; beſides a : 
nacurall dijpoſition roall lirera- | 
ture, whereto he ſeemed rather | 
borne than inſtructed, many no- | 
ble and high vertues fparkled in | 
bim, eſpecially Clemencie,(Cou- 
rage, Care, and knowledge in | 
attaires of tate. 

To Clemencie he was much 
enclined , efpecially in matters 
of blood, and moſt ejpecially if it 
were for Religion : a verrne {© 
much the more eſteemed, b 
how much it had beene eſſe 
uſed before , inſomnch that al- 
beit he was moſt earneſtly 
| afteted to - religion 
| wherein hee hadÞBeene broughr 
up, yet none were execured in 
lis time for other religion, bur 
only two blaſphemous FHeye- 
ticker, Toane Butcher & George | 
a Dutchman. 

And _— oane Butcher was 
tobe burned , all che Councell 
| could | 


— 
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could not procure him to ſer his 
hand to the warrant. Wheretore 
they employed Thomas Cran- 
mer Archbiſhop of Canterbury 
ro deale privately with him for | 
his ſubſcriprion. Bur the King 
remained tfirme both in rea{n| 
and reſolution , afhirming that 
he would not drive her k2adlong 
ro the divell; but becauſe Here- 
tickes tor rhe molt part havea 
ſtraine of madnefſe, he thought: 
it beſt ro apply her with ſome 
——_ chaſtiſements , which 
with re{pitoftime might happe- 
ly reduce her to good order. The 
Archbiſhop was violent both by 
perſwaſions and entreaties; and 
when with meere importunity 
he had prevailed, the Kirg in 
ſubſcribing his name ſaid , That 
he would lay all the charge 
thereofuponthe Archbiſhop be- 
fore God. Not many yeares pa{- 
ſed, but this Archbiſhop allo felt 
che {marr of the fire; and it may. 
be that by his importuniry for 
| blond, hee did offend;for a good 


— 
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thing is not ,if it beimmo- 
derately defired or done. 

His courage did appeare in 
the great delight he rooke inre- 
preſentations of Batrailes, Skir- 
miſhes, Aflaulrs,and of all kinde 
of military exerciſes: his judge- 
ment was: great either for errors 
or fine contrivances in the field. 
And noattions of Armes were 
execured in his time , bur he 


would perfe&tly underſtand , by 
_ — on the one 
or overſights onthe other, 


the event ſucceeded. He tooke | 


great pleaſure in exerciſes of 
|aftivity, wherero he much trai- 


[ned his ſervants;and to thar end |

[he often appointed challenges

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He was much converſant a- 
mongit his Councell, and would 
well underſtand whac marters 
paſſed their judgements,and u 
on what grounds. In matters 
diſcourſed by them , he would 
ofren encounter their realons,| 
and adde molt lively reaſons of 
his owne. Inſomnch that at laſt 
they made an order that no 
matters of weight ſhould be 
debated unlefſe he were pre- 
ſent. Admirable he was tocol- 
le& ghe ſpeeches and opinions 
of many, and to draw their dit- | 
ferences toa true head, alwaies 
bending himſelfe rather judi- 
cioully to reſolve , than by 
doubrs and diſtin&tions ro 
perplexe a buſineſle. He had a | 
cheſt,wherot he alvaies carryed 
the key about him, for keeping  _ 
record of ſuch martrers as were 
concluded by his Councell; And | 
embracing bulineſle for part of | 
his ſolace , hee appointed fer | 
times with Door Coxe Maſter | 
wg his Requeſts , for ſpeeding |
